Claims 34-35, 37-49, 51-62 and 65-66 are allowable over the prior art for at least 
the reason that the prior art fails to teach and/or suggest a phase plate in conjunction with 
a distributed aperture system wherein the phase plate is configured to correct sine 
magnification error of the electromagnetic radiation over the field of view of the system. 
Correction of sine magnification error is taken to imply those methods and arrangements 
for the corrector plate as disclosed in order to differentiate from known examples of 
conventional phase plates found in the prior art.
